2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-3 and 9 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by JP 40-002679 B4 (Shionogi & Co., Ltd.). The 
compound of Example 1, lines 8-24, second column and with Registry Number 1780-58-1 fits formula I with Rl = methyl, R2 = ethyl, 
R3 = NH2 = (CO)aNRa2, a = 0, Ra = hydrogen, R4 = phenyl, and R5 - methyl - (CO)aObalkyl, a = b = 0. 

Claims 1-3 and 9 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over JP 40-002679 B4 (Shionogi & Co., Ltd). For 
reasons cited above. 
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The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the questions whether the claims 
are fully supported by the description, are made: 

Claims 13 and 22 are objected to under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) as lacking clarity under PCT Article 6 because claims 13 and 22 are 
indefinite for the following reasons): It is unclear which diseases are related to angiogenesis or to protein kinases. 

Claims 10-22 and 29-36 are objected to as lacking clarity under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) because of the claims 10-22 and 29-36 are not 
fully supported by the description The description does not disclose the claimed invention in a manner sufficiently clear and complete 
for the claimed invention to be carried out by a person skilled in the art because: there is no nexus between Applicants assays and 
clinical efficacy for the treatment of the clamed diseases. 
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
